to  ri'cognize  that  the  great  moment  in 
their  lives  was  not  when  they  were  bap- 
tized as  infants,  but  when  they  re]K‘nted  of 
their  sins,  accepted  (omI’s  grace  and  mercy 
in  Jesus  Christ,  and  surreadcred  them- 
selves to  him  in  faith. 

The  (piestion  will  press  itself  for  jinswer. 
What  giawl*  was  inf.uit  b.aptism  ? Was  it 
not  a real  ev,il,  a positive  harm,  iai  leading 
them  to  think  they  were  Christians  when 
they  were  not?  One  of  these  Keswick - 
leaders  answered  lor  himself,  that  it  was 
no  go<wl,  and  immediately  rciieived  believ- 
er's baptism.  |

What  is  the  evil  of  all  this?  Infant  bap- 
tism, aecordimi  to  the  teachings  of  its 
ablest  advocatif^,  either  intrmluces  non- 
lK*lieving  infant|s  into  the  church,  or  as- 
sumes that  theV  arc  already  in  it  by  virtue 
of  birth  from  .j  Christian  parent,  or  im- 
plants in  their  jliearts  regenerating  grace. 
The  dee|>est  sh.Jde  of  this  sacramental  the- 
ory is  that  bajitisin  is  a fountain  of  grace, 
conferring  salvjitipn.  .\  lighter  shade  is 
that  it  is  that  ij  is  a cliantiel  of  grace,  con- 
veying salvation.  A still  lighter  one  is 
•that  it  is  a sign;  that  such  grace  has  Ix-en 
conferred,  and  that  we  are  to  take  for 
granted  that  t lie  children. of  iK'lieving  par- 
ents who  h.'ive  leceived  the  seal  of  the  cov- 
enant are  reginerated  souls  until  they 
ilemonstrate  ijv  their  conduct  that  they 
are  not. 

In  an  assta-i  ition  of  thirty  years  with 
lieloveii  preachi  rs  of  other  denominations 
the  impression  is  unavoidable  that  the  feel- 
ing is  well  nigh  jniiiversal  among  them  that 
m some  way  baptized  infants  have  a lK‘t- 
ter  chance  of  f-.ilvation  than  unbaptized 
chiliren.  It  us  la  fact  tlgit  children  grow 
up  with  this  in  Jiircssion.  and  many  of  them 
pass  through  tjlie  world  into  another  with 
no  other  preiuiration  for  its  solemn  real- 
ities. This  is  I he  great  evil  of  Inf.int  Bap- 
tism—it  is  fourpled  upon  aiul  fosters  faith 
ill  sacra  men  tail  salvation. 

1 his  evil  is  njt  imaginary  or  antiquated. 
It  has  a real  |ind  present  existence.  L'or 
twenty-five  yeprs  there  has  lieen  held  an 
annual  convention  at  Keswick,  among  the 
Knglish  Laki  j,  for  the  deejiening  "f  spirit- 
ual life.  This  l.ear  the  convention  lasted 
eleven  days,  fl'h^  dominant  note  of  the 
meetings  was  “Identification  with  Christ 
in  his  death,  Js  the  absolutely  necessarv 
condition  for  fhe  inworking  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  th<i  reproduction  of  the  life  of 
the  risen  Chri-jt  in  his  jK-ople.“  The  con- 
stant insistenit  was  “Entire  conse-eration 
to  Goil,  no  re[i<  rve  but  ttital  surrender; 
then  a complete  pardon  for  the  past,  puri- 
fying for  the  iije-ent,  liestowal  of  power 
for  the  future;  .ind  all  given  through  a cru- 
cified and  rjscn  |c  hrist.“ 

This  convenOim  was  called  for  the  “deep- 
ening” of  siiiritjual  life.  Vet  one  of  the 
most  “soul  sea[ehing  and  eftective”  ad- 
dresses was  basl-il  on  the  words,  “He  will 
abundantly  parjlon.”  The  speaker  dealt 
with  the  very  ' k ginning  of  spiritual  exiR-- 
rience,  “laying  ^he  foundation  and  illus- 
trating that  O'  d is  ready  to  pardon,  and 
that  he  can  do  his  iK'cause  of  the  atone- 
ment through  tlu  blocKl  of  Christ.”  When 
a Baptist  oflert  1 the  criticism  that  this 
good  news  was  ‘useful  not  for  the  deejien- 
ing,  but  for  the  .reation  of  spiritual  life  ”
